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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is a response to the restriction requirement filed on 8/23/2004. 



Response to the Restriction Requirement 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-5, in the reply filed on 
8/23/2004 is acknowledged. 

2. The non-elected claims 6-13 have been cancelled. 

Specification 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract should be in 
narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet within the 
range of 50 to 150 words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 



Dubrovskiy et al. (US PAT. 6,050,879). 
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The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 

Dubrovskiy et al. teach a process of lapping an air bearing surface comprising 
steps of: providing a non-abrasive lapping plate (36) with a plurality of grooves (48) and 
a magnetic transducer having an air bearing surface (26) with electrical components 
embedded therein as shown in Fig. 5; supporting the magnetic transducer such that the 
air bearing surface is exposed as shown in Fig. 5; dispensing a non-abrasive liquid 
(equivalent with free or no abrasive particles) between the air bearing surface and the 
lapping surface (see also col. 7 and 8 of claims 1-5); and contacting the air bearing 
surface with the lapping surface such that the air bearing surface is lapped by grooves 
in the lapping plate and the electrical components are lapped such that the electrical 
components are substantially uniform in dimension relative to the air bearing surface 
(see also col. 4, lines 22-24, col. 5, line 46 to col. 6,line 67). 

As per claim 2 the lapping plate is rotated relative to the air bearing surface as 
shown in Fig. 5. 

As per claim 3 the grooves in the lapping plate are in configurations of 
epicycloids, hypocycloids, pericycloids or circles (col. 3, lines 43-44). 
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As per claim 4 the number of grooves on the lapping plate surface can provide 
high percentage of lapping surface engagement and the lapping plate surface grooves 
provides interruption of the planarity of the lapping surface to reduce the hydrodynamic 
film (see col. 6, lines 23-29). 

As per claim 5 the grooves are provided in approximately 5 to 10% of a surface 
of the lapping plate (see also col. 6, lines 59-61).
